THE GREAT WHEAT BELT. 
(Coniinued ) 
While there is a marvellous similar- 
ity of soil throughout the great wheat 
belt, extendiny frum the head of the 
Red River in Minnesota to the head 
of the Saskatchewan in the Rocky 
Mountains, there are, as already said, 
very considerable differences in clima- 
tic and other conditions. fhe great 
and striking climatic diiference be- 
tween the exireme south eastern part 
of the wheat belt in the Red River 
Valley and the extreme northwestern 
part comprised in the Western portion 
of the Saskatchewan valley, is the 
chineok wind. The chinook is the local 
nane given to the west wind which 
blewing off the; warm waters of the 
Norih Pacickc carries a share of their 
warmth iar inlend, even over the 
moynta:n ranges of Briuish Columbia. 
The, chinook differs from the mo¢%st 
west wind that blows off (he North At- 
laniic carrying warmih and moisiure 
over Northern Europe, in thai ii has 
Jost its moisiure in passing over the 
mountain ranges intervening be- 
tween ihe coast and the plains. The 
chinook is dry as well as warm, and 
the warmer because it is dry. It car- 
ries its warmth much furiher out on 
the plains ithaa would be possible if ic 
held moisiure. The force of the chin- 
ook varices in various parts of the wesi, 
but its characver of a mild, dry west 
wind is always the same. In Southern 
‘ Alberta where the land is very high, 
’ : fioping easterly and northerly irom 

the still higher plains of Montana and 

Wyoming and where the intervening 

mouatains are comparatively low, the 
wind blows strongly in winter 
and*in summer. It clears the snow 
off in winter making an excellent 
range. for catile ihe year round, bux its 
drying eifect in summer tends against 
euccess ip grain growing Further 
north when the draimage basin of the 
Norih Saskatchewan is reached, the 
elevaiion of the country is less and the 
intervening mountains are higher. 
Consequently the chinook is not so 
strongty felt as in the south. The 
winter climate is modified, mot revers- 
ed as in the range country, and the 
*ummer rainfall is sufficient for all 
the purposes of agriculture. There is 
a park like growth of timber which 
shelters from the wind, so that the 
blizzards which bdlow so fiercely over 
the great bare eastern plains is here 
unknown. The snow comes late in the 
fall. There is generally good sleigh- 
ing frem ahout Chrisimas until the 
latter part oi March. The snow is 
seldom dri:ted and never crusted. Out- 
without

door dalies are attended io 
danger or discomfort all winter long. 
There are cold snaps of course, but 
they are eeneraliv of short duration, 
and mild weather predominates, but 
winter thaws are praciically unknown. 

It is a well established fact that the 
western part of che Saskatchewan val- 
Jey has an ideal winter, owing to the 
influence of the chinook; That in- 
fluence extends much further notth, 
and is felt even more sirongly on the 
Peace River than on the Saskatche- 
wan, so thai the winter climate of 
thai rowien from latitude 55 to 59 pre- 
litvle variation from‘ tbat 
latitude 53,

These are high laiitudes compared with 
those of the agricultural sections of 
the Atlantic coast of North America, 
but are no higher than those at which 
agricu ture is practible and profitable 
in Nori hwestera Europe, which is sim- 
ilarby a fected by the warm wind blow- 
ig off the Gulf stream. Edmonton, on 
the Saskaichewan, is in ihe same !ati- 
tude ws Liverpool, England, and = St. 
Petersturizh, the capital of Russia, in 
in latilude 60 much further north than 
any part evn of the Peace River coun- 
try. 

As the rozion aifeected by the chinook

way from ihe international boundary 
in laiitudte 49 co Fort Vermilion, ou 
Peete River, in Yatitude 581-2, a dic 
4ance ¢f 703 miles fram south to north 
The ineontesitke proof of egecessful 


optration of Cour mills, at varion 
points throughout chis great distance. 
There is a mill at Cardston’ and an- 


other at Raymond a very few miles 


north of the international bouridary, | 


one at Wetaskiwin, one at Leduc, one 
4t Strathcona, one at Edmonton, one 
at Fort Saskatchewan, and one at 
‘Morinville, These last six are ali in 
the drainage basin of the Saskatche- 
wan; and all but one—Weteskiwin— 
within a radius of twenty miles of Ed- 
monton, in latitude 531-2. Two o1 
them, Fert Saskatchewan and Morin- 
ville are twenty miles from the exist- 
ing railway. Al! the mills mentioned 
‘are roller process and at this season 
are running nighi and day. Their pro- 
duct holds the local market against 
the. competition of the great mills of 
Manitoba end com petes with 
them in ithe common market of 
British Columbia. At Peace River 
‘Crossing in latitude 56 there is a steam 
mill grinding loca] wheat to supply the 
home demand. and at Vermilion, fur- 
ther down Peace River in latitude 58 
1-2 is a fifty barrell rolber process mifl 
grinding on last season’s crop. It 
may not be out of place to meniion 
that a steam grist mill was first es- 
tablished at Vermilion in 1886, so that 
the growth of wheat ihere is not an 
experiment. Wheat is also grown and 
ground into flour at Fort Providence 
on the Mackenzie river in latiiude 61, 
150 miles further north than Vermil- 
ion. These facts establish a wide 
range of climatic possibility under the 
moderating influence of the chinook, 
and prove conclusively that the Sas- 
katchewan valley is far within ihe 
northern limit of the growth of wheat, 
and indeed in its western part is only 
midway between the ‘possibilities ex- 
isting at the international boundary 
and those of the lower Peace River at 


Fort Vermilion.
